CALGARY CHARTER 
AMENDMENTS APPROVED 


Considerable Time is Spent in the 
Considerat’' n of New 


Village Act 


Since a number of bills have reach- 
ed the committee of the whole stage 
the legislature is making gov@ pro- 
gress. Four bills were discussed in 
committee of the whole yesterday af- 
ternoon and were reported to the 
house for third reading. These were 


the Village Act, the Act respecting 
Small Ditches, the Calgary and the 
Canada Union Assurance Co, (Cal- 
gary). 

The Calgary charter was passed 
through the committee stage, re- 
ceiving only slight amendment, and 
will receive its third reading on Fri- 
day. 

The principal changes under the 


new legislation are the raising of the 
taxation limit for ordinary purposes, 
from ten to twenty mills, need for 
additional revenue having been fqund 


owing to reduction of taxation on 
buildings. The city taxes land on 
the full value of its assessment, but 
the tax on buildings is levied only 
on 25 per cent. of their assessment 
and the charter provides that this 
be decreased b yten per cent,, per 
annum until it is wiped out, 
Formerly buildings were taxed on 


50 per cent. of their assessment val- 
ve Last year land in the city of

Gijon, Spain, Feb, 26—-Upwards 
of 200 people were killed or wound- 
ed by the ill-timed explosion of a 
charge of 7,000 pounds of black pow- 
der which had been laid yesterday 
by government engineers with the 
object of razing an enormous Dilock 
of rock. 

A number of townspeople had ga- 
thered to witness the demolition of 
the hill separating Gijon from the 
coaling harbor of Musel, a mile and 
a half distant. The object of the 
opetation was to cut a roadway and 
thus avoid the present long detour. 

At the hour fixed the fuse was 
lighted and the explosion occurred. 
But instead of the rock being blast- 
ed, hundreds of tons of clay and 
small stones were: hurled like. artil- 
Jery prozectiles among the assembled 
spectators, Whole families were 
mowed down, many of the engineers 
and municipal officials were killed. 
Twenty-four bodies had been recov- 
ered at noon today, 


WANTS OVERSEA EMPIRE 
TO DEFEND THE PACIFIC 


Commonwealth Minister of Defence 
Pleads For Agreement Between 
Australia, Canada and New Zea- 
Jand, in Maintaining British In- 
terests in Orient. 

London, Feb. 26—-The Common- 
wealth authorities in London issued 
this morning the text of an import- 
ant statement made recently by Sen- 
tor Pearce, Australian minister of 
defence, on the question of imperial 
naval defence, 

Hon. George Foster Pearce ex- 
plains the Australian government at- 
taches no importance to being repre- 
sented upon the Imperial Defence 
committee because of its purely ad 
visory character, Australians were 
concerned in questions of policy ra- 
ther than administration, 

The minister then refers to the de- 
cisions arrived at at the last imper- 
ial conference, when Canada and 
Australia adopted the fleet unit 

} scheme, and says the Australian ag- 

‘reement is the only one that has 

} been carried out as co-operation had 

)been assured. It therefore becomes 

vecessary for Canada and New Zea- 

and to either carry out the scheme 
adoptei by the 1908 conference or 
ropose s0me other to take its place. 

The Commonwealth minister of 
jefence concludes by saying his gov- 
ernment was of the opinion it would 
be advantageous to the empire as a 
whole It Australia, Canada and New 

\ Zealand could see their way to come 

\ to an agreement as to the defence of 

\ Britisn interests in the Pacific, 
‘Our policy is Known and has the 

approval of the admiralty. It can 
be adjusted to meet any developments 
in Canadian and New Zealand naval 
policies. We hope fully the three 
countries may yet fall into line for 
the purpose of promoting this unity 
of action on the part of Canada, Aus- 
tralia and New,Zealand,” 

The Vancouver naval conference is 
being considered by the imperlal au- 
thorities. 


Wholesale Conversion to R, C. Church 

London, Feb, 26—A remarkable 
wholesale conversion to the church 
of Rome is that of the body of Ang- 
lican monks who in 1895 founded 
what is called the English Benedic- 
tine monastery and in 1901 took up 
their quarters on an island of the 
coast of Pembrokeshire, For a year 
past the community has been in cor- 
responcence with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and the bishop of Oxford 
régarding certain points on which its 
members were unable to come to an 
agreement with those prelate:r. At 
last the community has decidea to 
seek Admission to the Roman Catho- 
lic and that church's Benedictine or- 
der.

SEEKING EXTENSION 
OF STREET RAILWAY 


Robertson-Davidson Company Offer 
To Pay Cost of Construction And 
Operation For Highteen Months 
Extension of the Highlands Line. 


An application for a street railway 
extension to Beverly Heights was 
made by Mr. A, of the 
firm of Robertson-Davidson, to the 
city council Tuesday night. As there 
no report on the matter from the city 
commissioners, 
loath to take action without a report 
from the commissioners, 


“But I've come all the way back 
from Calgary just on purpose to be 
here tonight,” objected Mr. David- 
son. “I would like to present our 
case If you do not mind.” 


The aldermen agreed they would 
listen to Mr. Davidson, but that the 
entire proposition should be referred 
to the commissioners ‘and the street 
railway superintendent’ fer a report. 


“We have some land out to the 
eastward,’ began Mr. Davidson, “and 
we have planted some three hundred 
families out there, so now we want 
the street railway. Of course, I 
know that every real estate man 
wants a street railway extension, but 
we are offering to pay for the con- 
struction of the line and to bear the 
operating expenses for a year and 
a half.” 


The formal proposal submitted by 
Robertson-Davidson is couched in 
the following terms ; 


Re Extension of Highland Line. 

“Basing our calculations on the 
street railway superintendent's esti- 
mate of $12.50 per day, to operate 
this extension, we, to be credited 
with all the fares beyond the present 
car lines. 

“We beg leave to suomit the fol- 
lowing offer for the extension of thé 
presen: Highland branch of the street 
car on the following terms : We will 
pay the cost of the construction of 
the extension of the sald line to the 
Easterly boundaries of the subdivision 
of Beverly Heights and such further 
distance as we may desire, on the 
same terms, ready to run the street 
car thereon, 

“We will deposit in a chartered 
bank, vfter the agreement is signed, 
the amount required to gonstruct the 
road, ‘'n twenty-four hours after we 
have deen notified in writing that you 
are ready and will begin the con- 
struction of said road, 

“From this will be checked out 
from time to time on progress esti- 
mated, the sum expended by the city 
in the construction of said road. 

“We will also indertake to protect 
the city against any loss incurred by 
the city in connection with the op- 
eration of the said extension during 
the first eighteen months of its op- 
eration, 

“The city on their pari will com- 
mence the construction of said exten- 
sion at as early a date as practicable 
and complete the same and have said 
railway in operation »y September 
the Ist, 1915, and give at least hour- 
ly service.”

On Recommendation of City Street 
Railway Superintendent 
Car Extension Will Be Made 2960 
Feet Beyond Seventh Street West. 


The City Council on Tuesday night 
accepted the report of the commis- 
sioners and decided to construct this 
year the street car line called for by 
the amsigamation agreenient and al- 
so to extend the line for 2960 feet 
further west than Geventh avenue 
west, along Sixth avenue south, 

This extension, it is expected will 
ultimately be carried westward to 
the river bank to connect with the 
bridge which the amalgamation ag- 
reement calls for near Laurier Park. 
Following !s the report of the com- 
missioners ; 

Commissioners Report, 

With regard to conforming to the 
amalgamation agreement with refer- 
ence to the extension of street rail- 
way tracks on Sixth avenve south be- 
yond Seventh street west, the further 
extension of which route for a dis- 
tance of 2960 feet was left option- 
al, as per the amalgamation agree- 
ment, to the approval o1 the street 
railway superintendent, the follow- 
ing is his recommendation in this 
regard; which recommendation we 
beg to confirm, as, in addition to 
complying with the amalgamation ag- 
reement, it fits in without general 
layout plans, serves a larger terri- 
tory and is consistent with perman- 
ent future operation. 

We could not, however, recom- 
mend this track to be laid other than 
on the side of the roadway, seeing 
it is what will be called temporary 
construction and to remain there un- 
til such time as permanent construc- 
tion is warranted by the traffic. This 
will also reduce very materially the 
maintenance charges which must ne- 
cessarily be very excessive on a mud 
road where the tracks ure in the cen- 
tre of the traffic portion. 

Superintendent's Report. 

With reference to By-law No. %56 
stating the Track Extensions to be 
built on the South Side during “the 
coming year, 1 would recommend 
that the following extensions be in- 
cluded ¢nd provided for in this year’s 
work, 

From the corner of Main street on 
Sixth avenue south, west to Seventh 
west, thence along Sixth avenue 
south for a further of 2,960 feet, this 
recommendation being the choice 
“B" mentioned in clause “Y" in By- 
law 356. 

I would recommend that this track 
be laid in what is known as tempor- 
ary construction, that the track be 
maid on one side of the street, simi- 
lar to the methods used on the Mill 
Creek East extension; this is to fa- 
ellitate the work of laying perman- 
ent track when the street is ultim- 
ately paved.

Mere- 
dith’s report as royal commissioner, 
appointed to investigate the affairs of 
Farmers’ Pan and relations of 
the ex-minisier of finance, Hon. W. 8. 
Fielding, and the treasury board 
thereto, was tabled in the Commens 
this afternoon by Hon. W. T. White. 
The conclusions reached in the re-
